The Garden Cemetery is located on Highway 14 North, approximately 3 miles from 
Aliceville, where Enon Baptist Church was organized in 1823 on land given by Parks E. 
Ball and his wife. Mr. and Mrs. Ball are both buried in the cemetery, as are two former 
pastors of Enon Church, The Reverend W. R. Stansel and Reverend John H. Taylor. 


About 1950 Joe A. Wetherbee, J. E. Sanders, Avery Huff and Sanders Huff were 
instrumental in obtaining help to care for the cemetery. 


On April 3, 1979 a meeting was held for the purpose of organizing and incorporating The 
Garden Cemetery. At this time a Perpetual Care Fund was established. The following 
officers were elected: W. A. Huff, president, J. R. Sanders, Vice-President, Virginia 
Collins, Secretary-Treasurer. Serving on the board were 

J. E. Sanders, W. A. Huff, H. L. Hines, Jr. and Virginia Collins.
